If 
their armies are in immediate dang­ 
er of being wiped out they will prob­ 
ably sign today, otherwise they will 
wait the entire three days he gave, 
them in which to say what they are 
going to do. 
Long drawn out dis­ 
cussions has been their long suit, but 
Foch is in no mood to argue the case. 
With him it is put up or shut up 
and he does not care a whoop which 
it is. No doubt he and his men would 
like to get across the German bord­ 
er before the Huns throw 
up

sponge and will double the dose if 
the Huns refuse to come across now. 
It is just a question of taking their 
medicine now or waiting and taking 
a stronger dose later.

Oklahoma City, Nov, 8.—Complete 
returns from twenty counties in the 
state, representing 583 precincts out 
of 2,471 show that 25,179 votes were 
cast for woman’s suffrage in Tues­ 
day’s election and 19,889 against it, 
a majority of 5,290. Estimating upon 
that basis, the favorable majority up­ 
on complete returns from the seven­ 
ty-seven counties would be 25,000. 
Suffrage leaders assert that the ma­ 
jority will be higher than that. 
May Overcome “Silent Vote.” 
In those same counties, the total 
vote cast for the heads of the Demo­ 
cratic and Republican 
tickets was 
44,011. Although unreported, the So­ 
cialist vote is estimated at less than 
3,000 in the twenty counties, so that 
the total vote cast in these districts 
would not run above 47.000, while 
the total number of ballots cast on 
the suffrage issue was 45,068, in­ 
dicating that the favorable vote for 
suffrage has overcome the handicap 
of the “silent vote’’ which, after all, 
appears to have been small. 
Robertson Lead Increases. 
As complete returns come in on the 
gubernatorial race, J. B. A. Robert­ 
son’s plurality is being increased over 
H. G. McKeever, his Republican op­ 
ponent. Thirty-seven counties com­ 
plete and thirty counties incomplete 
representing 1,913 precincts in the 
state, give Robertson 
77,328.

Keever 57,118, a plurality of 20,215.
